lEL AVIV (Agencies) — Prime 
Mittister Yitzhak RaUn has 
brael wanted peace wifo Syria in 
esrefaantt foe a partial withdrawal 
from the Golan Heights.

Mr. Denktash said in a statement at the airport 
that the Turkish ^priots would not make any concessions on the 
issues of sovereignty, tiie e(jna] rights of the Tmk^ Cypriot 
community and tbe guarantor power of Ibrkey. The aim is to 
establish a bi-zonal, tti-communal federation in tte divided island. 
U.N. Secretary-Ceneral Bontros Ghali held Mr. Dmiktash partly 
responsible to the lade of progress in his report about tfaie last 
round of talks which lasted to five weeks during the summer. Mr. 

T^ map 
deUneates the territory the Greek and Tuiicisb sides would have if a 
federation were formed. Mr. Denktash presented a new map, 
retaining 29 per cent of the island.

(blamic Gronp), tiiat foreigners 
should ke» out of the southern 
Nile Valley. 

The. Gaira’a said it carried out 
the assault and threatened to 
fiirtiieT attadc tourists “unl^ the 
reginie stops repeated detentions, 
frees all detainees innnediately, 
stops torture and allows tbe call 
to God to resume.”

IT WILL BE very diCBcult to dahn that pe^ can 
be achieved in the Middle East witbont solving the 
problem of Palestinian retirees. The refugees, 
who are scattered in Egypt, Lebanon, Syria, and 
partknlariy Jordan, have come to this conn^ In 
three major waves. The first was in 1948 after 
Israel declared independence and forced them 
away from their homes; pK second wave took 
place in 15167 following the Arab-lsraeli war; and 
the last in 1991 when about 300,000 Pakstinians 
were ^spelled ont of Kuwait thnnigh no fault dT 
their own. 

It is not that such an exodus necessarily creates 
demographic imbalances in the regions and coon- 
.tries whm they take place. More significantly in 
our case the imbalances have added hardens to 
. the country’s infrnstnictnre and Knii*^ re- 
sources. 

The refi^ee problem, whether being disaissed 
at the mnl^tei^ or bilateral levels cl the peace 
talks, is one of Jordan’s most pressing conoems. 
Not t^y Is the refugees’ stay among ns temporary 
and governed by international resolotioas, since 
their right of retam to Palestine is valid and legal, 
their unresolved problem continues to pose |^- 
tical threats to the security and stability of the 
r^on and its countries. Unless these rfatma are 
se&ed once and for aD, one way or the other, the 
situation will always be volatile and dai^erous. 

This easily explains why Jordan is placing much 
emphasis on the issne as a whole and on Western 
participation in finding a solution to it. Of 
particalar importance to os is.a role for Europe, 
which has in many ways been involved with the 
pi^bt of rringees whether in Europe itself or 
with people coming from the South Mediterra- 
nean region and elsevriiere. 

The Palestinian refugee problem has, n e edless 
to say, been extensively dealt with in U.N. debates 
and resolutions since 1948. Resolatiloa 194 
gnarantees the Palestinians who left their homes 
in 1948 the r^t of retnm, and Resolution 242 
urges a comprehensive setdement of the whole 
Palestinian problem. But whlcltever way the 
problem is solved it should not be at the expense of 
Jordan. To do that is to plant the seeds for fiitnre 
disasters. 

.• If the goal is to establish a just and lastn^ peace 
in the laddie East, then the refugee problon 
' ^should be elevated to the top of the agenda and 
priorities of the n^otiations. Peace, ^ter aD, is 
about petqide and solving their problems,

Similariy, die Israelis 
are ignori n g the Jordanian team's demands and those M the 
team and diey reject the idea of abandoning the 
parts of the Jordhnian and Lebanese lands. Therefore, 
Gondndea the p^r, it is clear that die seventh roand of 
negotiations can only revolve in a vidous circle, with no end* in 
right,. and no comprehensive settlement of the Aiab-Israeli 
Gonffict in the forseeablc future. 

A COLUMNIST in Al Ra*i daily commented on the first air 
shqHnent of meat arriving in Baghdad from Sudan as a gift to the 
Tfaqi peoirie. Hie arrival of the Sudanese plane laden widi meat 
was a translation of the true strong brodieily feelings of die 
Sudanese people towards their Iraqi brodiers and sisters. The 
plane's ainval brought joy to all the Arab and Muslim partid- 
pants in the general conforence of pedlar forces who endto th<^ 
meeting in Ba^idad Thursday, said Fakbri Kawar.

Nor are we worried that Amer-* 
ica mi^ DOW be tempted to 
tfismande its meaiE of interna- 
tional acti<Hi, military and dir 
iriomaiic. A sfarinldng of the U.S. 
arsenal is natural after the cold 
war, and it is without strategic 
risk for ttie United States and its 
partners in Europe, Asia and the 
hfidcOe East. America will be 
n^tvily weaker in absolnte but 
not in relative terms. And the 
United States is not ordering its 
soldiers and dqdomats back be- 
hind die palisades of a Fortress 
America.

The important question is not 
which organisation bnt who will 
take the lead to make the orga- 
nisation effective.

We are among those who 
hoped that the European Com- 
mnirity o^d grow into that role, 
aharing Ae burden, so to say, 
with the United States. But tbe 


flabbiness of European will and 
vision in the unfolding Yugoslav 
tragedy has taught us and the 
mrld differently. 

It is a lesson that tbe oirrent 
post-Maastrkfa mood of Euro- 
reagnation confirms. Perhaps 
Europe has for too long been 
accustomed to leaving leadership 
to tbe United States — when 
America declines to lead, Eur<> 
peans don't know how to get their 
act together. 

But what if America were no 
longer willing to pftmde that 
leadership? 

Leadership within a collective 
security framework is more de- 
tna pd^g than in the tuerarcfaical 
structure that America became 
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accustomed to during tbe cold 
war. Can America, which to so 
long was able to call tiie shots, 
learn to convince rather than 
command? Can it, now that time 
is no common enemy to define a 
, common Western interest, agree 
to adjust its own internatimial 
priorities to accommodate those 
of its Eurt^iean and Arian part- 
ners? 

There is a real dang**' that, 
once again, Europe and America 
will be out of step. As the former 
gropes towards some internation- 
al responability in a roundabout 
way, the latter might decide to 
opt out. 

For the near future there is no 
alternative to America taking the 
-lead. In feirness, though, it can 
be asked to shoulder that burden 
only if it can assume that before 
too long Europe will be able and 
willing to tiiaie it. America, in 
other words, can scarcely be ex- 
pected to change its waj^ if 
Europe refuses to do likev^. 

Onr coDcern is that, instead of 
meeting tbe chaUen^ to interna- 
Ikmal order tiiat lie ahead . Amer- 
ica and Europe will point accu- 
singly al each other saying that it 
is tile other who has to chanM. 

ff Europe wants the Amenra 
of the Carne^e report, it needs to . 
think of how it could fecUhate 
Ameiicaui leader shi p in a OqObc- 
tiye.structuie. And if Amertons 
realty do want to change their 
ways, they should start asking 
bow their partners can bdp to 
bring that about Mutnal assist- 
ance in changing our ways is the 
first and most i mp ortant step 
towards collective security.

Spain marks a decade of 
Felipe with mixed feelings 


LEBANON IS an “environmen- 
tal disaster area” whose soil, wa- 
ter and fo r est resources are all 

under severe threat and whose 
govenunent is doing litde to re- 
'medy tbe situation, according to 
Ricardos Habr, an ecologist who 
heads the Lebanese Friends of 
Nature, an environniental press - 
ure group. 

The country faces three key 
kmg-tenn threats, Mr. Habr said 
in a recent address reviewed in 
the Beirut monthly Lebanon Re- 
port. Large areas of the Bekaa 
Valley, in the east, and the coas- 
tal plain were sofferii^ from 
increasing soil salinisation be- 
cause of the over-use of diemical 
fertiliseTs and improper irriga- 
tion. As a result, lar^ parts of 
the country’s two most fertile 
areas had been made barren. 

Tbe second major threat was 
the deptetion of groondwater re- 
serves in the Bekaa and else- 
where. In the early 1970s, the 
water table in the Bekaa was 
between 15 metres and 20 metres 
below the surface. Now, as tbe 
result of deforestation (>)riiiefa in- 
oea^ nm-otf) and over<^iam{> 
ing, it is between 80 metres and 
100 metres below the surface. 
Moreover, in many areas ground- 
water reserves have bera pol- 
luted by sewage* 

The feiid major long-term en- 
vironmental tiireat was deforma- 
tion, wfaidi led to soil eroson. 
inerted rainwater run-off and 
lower air quality, said Mr. Habr. 
In 1969 ei^ per cent of Lebanon 
was forested. Now, the propor- 
tion is only two per cent. 

Mr. Habr also highlighted a 
series of environment^ problems 
which, althoi^ less severe, were 
shorter-term in tbe sense of being 
easier to resolve. They indnded 
air pollution from fecteries, vehi- 
cle exhams, private electricity. 


generators and the burning of 
nibbfrh. He mentioned a large 
cement factory ttf Sfaekkah, in tbe 
north, whence noidous funics and 
dost travelled as far as Syria to 
tbe east and Cyprus to tbe west, 
depentfing on wtol direction. Re- 
cent stuaes bad revealed that 
almost tbe entire population of 
Shekkah town suffeito respi r a - 
toiy ailments, s^ Mr. Habr. 

The dumpm^ of rubbish, sew- 
age and industrial wastes into tbe 
sea was' another serious sbort- 
terro problem, he sakL Sea pollu- 
tion, together with tbe wide- 
spread use of dynamite for 
filling, had cansed a sharp reduo- 
tion in the number of fish in 
Lebanese waters. 'The country 
now bad to import most of its fisb 
from Tnikey and Syria. 

Lebanese environmental laws 
were adequate, Mr, Habr con- 
tinued. Tbe proMem was that 
they were simply not being ea- 
foimi, md he hinted that one 
reason for this nu^t be that some 
public officials bad financial iiH 
terests in environmentally ques- 
tionable projects. 

To reverse tiie environniental 
d^radation, firm ^idelmes were 
needed, declared Mr. Habr. Af- 
ter fiftmi years of dvfl war, it 
was not o^y Lebanon's social 
and economic infrastructure 
which needed reconstruction. 
Even more important were tbe 
physical ud nmixal foundations 
of that infrrastructiire wtuefa had 
been ravaged by war and by 
decades of unregulated develop- 
ment. Mr. Habr concluded ty 
urging foretyn donors of aid te 
Lebanon to make their asistance 
cooditional on the Beirut author- 
ities taking effective oieasures to 
safeguard die ravironment — 
CouncS for the Advancement of 
Arab-British Understanding 
(CAABU), Lebanon.

MADRID — A decade ago a 
yo^ socialist was swept to pow- 
er in Spain on a popular visimi of 
-a brave new nation after 40 years 
of dictatorship under Gmieral 
Francisco Franco. 

Two general elections later 
Felipe Gonzalez is still in power, 
bnt despite undeniable achieve- 
ments the vision has douded and 
tbe feelings are mixed. 

, Mr. Otmalez himself is greyer, 
plumper, more serious and more 
remote.

Three terms of office have made 
him one of Europe’s longest- 
roniiing political institittions. He 
has oftira said be is tired but still 
enthusiastic, but be has not yet 
said be will stand in elections due 
next year.

YiCtoty brought 210 seats in 
tbe 350eeat congress. 

Tbe party wtuefa bad begun 
Spain’s transition from di^ 
toiship to democrat, the Unkm 
of the Democratic Centre, 
crashed from 168 seats to 12 and 
tbe Conservative Popular 
Alliance, oow the Popular Party 
(^), became tbe mtoi oppbs> 
tion group with 106 seats. 

Since then, Spain has thrown 
open its doors to tbe outside 
world, confirmed its utembeisbip 
of NATO and beomne a conmit- 
ted member of the European 
Community (EC).

Renewed Gulf

Premier Rafik Hariri 
Lebanon’s Ross Perot?

BEIRUT — Bilfionaire Rafik Al 
Hariri, named prime minister to 
save Lebanon f^ economic dis- 
aster, needs more than his for- 
ttme to deliver on promises to 
rebuild the country. 

Whether the man some 
analysts see as Ldmion’s Ross 
Perot, a weal^, independent 
maverick promisuig a break with 
foiled poEdea, can really beat tiie 
system is an enigma. 

“He’s a remarkable person but 
I bopie he can poll a couple of 
rabbits ont of Us hat to boy some 
time to cmneiq) with real poBdea 
for reform and change early in Us 
adminiriratioD,” a tfi|rio(nat said. 

“Anothtf foeter is he^ very tfam- 
skmned. ^ doesn’t react ar all 
well to criticism and Lebanese 
polities ere tough. So how be will 
react when it staris has to be a 
major coocera.** 

“On top of that we have the 
hnge, nDrealistic popniar ex- 
pectations his Bpptmtmeiit has 
nnleasbed...fbr a miracle.’'

“Thb will put the (Chrbtian- 
Muslim) rift into concrete 
terms,” a diplomat said. “I see it 
as aBig mistake in the long term 
and not condndve. to a retain of 
bosiiiess confidence.” 

Tiie diplomats said, however, 
they expected Syifo to agree to 
unihdraw some of its troops from 
the Beirut area to eastern Leba- 
non in the next few months to 
bolster tbe new government 

They also said Mr. Hrawi's 
dwice.of Mr. Hariri and the 
election on Tuesday of Shiite 
Muslim leader Nabfii Bern as the 
new parUament speaker ensured 
that the most powerful poBtica! 
posts were held Ity three men who 
could work together. 

Squabbles between the presi- 
dent and tbe previous prime 
minister and speaker were a fea- 
ture of the two earlier Syrian- 
backed govenimenb, with all 
three making regular virits to 
power broker Damascus to settle 
di fferences. 

Tbe diplomats doubted Mr. 
Hariri could meet U.S. demands 
for Beirut to curb pro-Iranian 
HizboUab (Party of God) guerril- 
las in hopes of winning an Israeli 
pullout from South Lebanon. 

Th^ said prospects for an 
Israeli withdrawal from the south 
depended on agreement first 
being reached on the Golan 
Heists at Middle East peace 
talks between Syria and the Jew- 
bh state.

“The mon^ an agent collects 
belons to the newspapers and 
the oitiy acts as a custodian on the 
funds for a commission retnm,” 
be stre sse d. 

He did not mention how many 
ad agents he would consider sue- 
cessra, but said chat many ptf- 
sons expect to find advertising 
bnsiiiess a *'lahta” (bonanza) but 
end up dig^ng in their own pock- 
ets to cover obEgatimis airi ex- 
penses. 

Interviewed, Nft. S.B. acknow^ 
ledged that advertisers were be- 
coming more demanding for de- 
sign and artistic ads arid that it 
had become a necessity for many 
agencies to employ technical staff 
to provide clients with better and 
advanced services. 

He attributed the unpre- 
cedented boom in newsps^ier 
advertising to the following three

Ariced why A1 Ra'i was Indiqg

The general manager of 
another advertiring company said 
tbe competition between a^^es 
was so strong, especially m price 
undercutting and discount offers, 
tliat it was braining very difficult 
to all agencies, and even those 
en^i^ in. artistic desiping, to 
niMitain high advertising stan- 
dards. 

“It is not a healthy emnpeti- 
tion. It is very damr^png,” fiie 
general manager, whose first 
name is Ahrara, said. 

Ahmad said filings were not

Singapore official sees 
problem in aspirations, 
not high cost of living 


SINGAPORE (AP) — People in 
prosperous Singapore should not 
coiiqiiaiR about rising costs and 
have only themselves to blame 
for expecti^ evei^better Hfes- 
t^es, a senior <^dal said. 

**When actual standards of iiv^ 
ing rise, but noft quickly enough 
to sati^ rising ocpectations, 
hopes are dis^pointed,” said 
Deputy Prime Minister Lee 
Loong. 

Economic growth slowed in the 
first half of this year to five per 
cent from 7.4 per cent in tbe first 
half of 1991. Consumers and 
bnanessmen are in a cautious 
mood, retail sales are slu^ish 
and tihe stock market is depress- 
ed. 

“People feel that-things are not 
getting better and blamC this oi^. 
^rising cb^' ii%en in foct tilings 
are getting better and costs have 
not g<me up tbat much,” Mr. Lee 
said. 

Riang jaioes had become a 
cause (rf grov^g anxiety in the 
last two years, he said, «^n the 
3.4 per cent inflation rate of 
recent years was actually lower 
than in the 1970s and 19^. This 
year it should be 2.5 per cent, he 
said. 

Three higii visilnlity price hikes' 
— bus fam, telephone charges 
and paridng fees — affect^ 
many people, he said, and they 
. may have been imposed too 
abrupt- 

“There is no basis for thinking 
Aat onr standard of living b 
dediiring, or even stagnating,” 


Mr. Lee said. 

The cost of medical care in- 
creases each year and people 
feared tbat th^ would not be 
able to pay their medical biUs, he 
said. 

^'So althmigh their impaa on 
the cost of living b not high, the 
unhappiness b out of proportion 
to the amount of money in- 
volved,” Mr. Lee pointed out. 

Most Singaporeans will never 
own a boose because of tbe b- 
laiuTs small size. Instead, thcty 
have to content with trading np to 
bigger and better apartments. 

“So when people say Ihnng 
cOists have gone up, it does not 
mean that they can no longer 
iffford their old lifestyles. It 
means tbat^hey have sltifoMlto a 
new lift^le, which costs more 
'than their old one,” Mr. Lee said. 

Not only b growth riowing, 
there appears to be a growing 
awareness tiiat it may be slowing 
peimanentiy to a pace more in 
keeping witii a nearly devdoped 
economy. 

The gro^b rate last achieved 
double digits in 1988, vriien tbe 
economy expanded by 11.1 per 
cent 

Prime Minister Gob Cbok 
Tong told a national day rally in 
August that “the days of donUe- 
digit growth are over. Singapore's 
economy b maturing.” 

He siM the economy was Ukely 
to grow by abont four to six per 
cent a year in the next few years, 
bot wmned that even that modest 
expansion wasn't assured. 


Angolan exports rise 23%
